Delivery truck drivers serv- 
ing downtown department 
stores, their suburban branches 
and other retail stores went on 
strike today in a dispute over 


Wages and other issues. De- 
liveries from the stores were 
halted. 

About 600 to 650 men, mem- 
bers of Teamsters Local 709, 
walked off the job with the 
dispute still in negotiation. The 
men are the Furniture and 
Appliance Drivers and em- 
ployes of the warehouses from 
which they work. 

The _ biggest 
stores affected are Famous- 
Barr, Scruggs Vandervoort 
Barney and Stix, Baer & Ful- 
ler. William H. Semsrott, pres- 
ident of. the Associated Retail- 
res of St. Louis, said that al- 
together about 100 downtown 
retailers are affected. 

The strike involved the 
branches as well as downtown 
stores, since members of the 
Same union also drive for the 
branches. Picket lines were 
established. 

Representatives of Local 709 
and the Associated Retailers 
met until late last night in the 
presence of men of the United 
States Mediation and Concilia- 
tion Service. 

They also had met last Fri- 
day night, in what Semsrott 
described as a “routine bar- 
gaining session,” and it was 
believed up to then that a 
walkout would be avoided. 

A membership meeting of the 
union was called for 10 a.m. 
tomorrow at the Teamsters 
Hall Hall at 4141 Forest Park 
avenue, to act on a company 
proposal. 

Peter Kunkel, president of 
Local 709, said the dispute was 
over wages and other items of 
disagreement, but declined to 
go into detail. 

Semsrott also declined to 
give details of the dispute, 

Under the old contract the 
drivers made $2.30 an hour, 
helpers $2.22, and warehouse- 
men $1.94. 

The proposal to be consid- 
ered by the members tomor- 
row was said to include wage 
increases of 35 cents an hour 
over a three-year period, plus 
a 75 per cent increase in the 
company contribution to the 
health and welfare fund.

A Bettendorf-Rapp’s super- 
market at 4700 South Kings- 
highway was robbed of $25 
today by two armed holdup 
men who arrived minutes be- 
fore Brink’s money service 
guards showed up. 

Leon J. Crider, assistant 
manager, said the robbers 
urged him to “hand over the 
money in a hurry” because the 
Brink’s men were just behind 
them. They were so nervous, 
he said, that they left without 
noticing the small amount of 
cash he handed them from a 
cash drawer. 

The robbers, wearing rubber 
Halloween masks, walked into 
the store about noon. They 
went up to Crider and Miss 
Shirley Parks, a cashier, who 
were standing at a front 
counter. 

With his pistol hand shak- 
ing, one of the men ordered 
Crider to open a heavy metal 
safe behind the counter. Crider 
said it was locked and he did 
not know the combination.

Hunger Strike Begun. 

To protest against his treat- 
ment as “a common criminal,” 
Bitat began a hunger strike 24 

*days ago and is now reported 
to be in the hospital at Sante 
prison in Paris. In sympathy, 
the other four are said to have 
started a hunger strike last 
Tuesday. 

Bitat was arrested in Algiers 
in December 1954. The others 
were arrested Oct. 22, 1956; 
when French authorities forced 
their airplane, en route from 
Rabat to Tunis, to land at Al- 
giers. 

The Algerian spokesman con- 
ceded that the Asian-African 
bloc could do little more than 
attempt to focus world opinion 
on the situation. The possibil- 
ity was suggested, however, 
that Secretary’ General Dag 
Hammarskjold would’ be asked 
to intervene. 

Propaganda Move. 


Yazid said the release of 1000 | 


persons from detention camps 
in Algeria, ordered by Premier 
De Gaulle last Friday, was 
“purely a propaganda move.” 
He said the French arrested 
289 Algerians the same day, 
and new arrests would soon 
have more than exceeded the 
number released.

Most of the Republican 


losses since the 1956 election 
have occurred in the area 
where Congressional elections 
are won or lost—the 35 states 
of the North and West. 

In recent elections, the Re- 
publicans have needed to poll 
approximately 55 per cent of 
the vote in these states to off- 
set the Democratic advantage 
in the South. 


The G.O.P. polled 53 per 
cent of the vote outside of 
the South in 1956 and failed 
to win control of Congress. 
As of early October, Re- 
publican candidates outside 
of the South were polling 44 
per cent of the vote in Gallup 
Poll surveys while the Demo- 
crats were receiving 56 per 
cent, 

Results in today’s report are 
based on interviewing through 
Friday of last week. Any 
change in sentiment, due 
either to events or the. cam- 
paign in the last three days, is 
not reflected in the final sur- 
vey figures.

The League Explains 


The League of Women Voters 
of Missouri has recently been 
credited in your newspaper with 
pointing out the benefits of a uni- 
cameral legislature, and with sug- 
gesting one of 68 members. 


These references to the League 
were made in an article from the 
De Soto Press which appeared in 
the Mirror of Public Opinion, 
and in an editorial on the reso- 
lution adopted by the _ State 
Chamber of Commerce in oppo- 
sition to a unicameral legislature. 


The Missouri League is cur- 
rently studying ways of improving 
the legislative branch of the state 
government. Several League pub- 
lications have been prepared. 


One of them, “Legislature Un- 
der Examination,” is a presenta- 
tion of the two-house legislature 
as it exists and functions in Mis- 
souri. Another publication—“One 
House for Two?”—examines the 
case for a unicameral legislature. 


“One House or Two?”, like the 
other publications which have 
been used in the Missouri 
League's current study of state 
government, was compiled pri- 
marily for the information of 
League members who will decide 
at the biennial convention in May 
what action shall follow their 
two-year study. 

It is therefore premature and 
inaccurate to say that the League 
of Women Voters is suggesting or 
recommending any measures for 
instituting a unicameral system in 
Missouri at this time. We are sim- 
ply studying the merits of a one- 
house legislature along with other 
means of improving our state 
government. 

The delegate body in conven- 
tion will decide which, if any, of 
the possible legislative changes 
which the League has studied, it 
will work to support. 

Meanwhile we wish to correct 
the impression that the League 
of Women Voters of Missouri is 
currently advocating a unicameral 
legislature for Missouri.

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The Candidates and the TREE 


While the two major parties affect a national political stance for Tuesday's congres- 
sional elections, independent voters everywhere will be largely concerned with indivi- 
dual candidates and local issues. On these the Post-Dispatch here reviews its recom- 
mendations in selected contests in Missouri, Illinois and the metropolitan area: — 


For Senator 

Senator Stuart Symington’s useful record 
commends him for re-election. A Democrat 
who has constantly supported St. Louis 
causes, the Senator is known nationally for 
his close attention to military affairs and his 
efforts to reorganize and invigorate the de- 
fense establishment. His voting record in- 
cludes opposition to the vicious Bricker 
amendment to curtail presidential conduct 
of foreign affairs and to the natural gas rate- 
grab. He supported foreign aid, civil rights, 
aid to education and other progressive legis- 
lation. 


For Congress 

All four Representatives from this urban 
area have, in our opinion, earned a return 
to Congress. Two Democrats, Representatives 
Leonor K. Sullivan of the Third District and 
Frank M. Karsten of the First District, have 
supported both the Administration and their 
party on advanced legislation. Representative 
Thomas B. Curtis of the Second District, only 
Republican in Missouri’s congressional dele- 
gation, has much better than a party record. 
His independent leadership was recognized 
when the Committee for an Effective Con- 
gress, a liberal nonpartisan organization, 
selected him as one of six outstanding can- 
didates it endorsed for election. 


In Madison and St. Clair counties of IIli- 
nois, voters may recognize the exceptional 
record of Representative Melvin Price, Dem- 
ocrat ‘completing his fourteenth year in the 
House. In particular, Mr. Price has used his 
post on the Atomic Energy Committee to let 
the nation know where it stands in this criti- 
cal field. 


Missouri Amendments 

Three proposed amendments to the State 
Constitution all merit approval at the polls. 
Amendment No. 1 would strengthen the in- 
dependence of the State Auditor by eliminat- 
ing his pre-audit function and restricting him 
to post-auditing state accounts. In effect he 
now must check on his own work. Amend- 
ment No. 2 would allow newcomers, who have 
lived in Missouri more than 60 days and were 
qualified voters before coming here, to vote 
for President and Vice President. Citizens 
should not be disfranchised in election of 
their highest national officers because of se- 
vere state residence requirements. Amend- 
ment No. 3 would permit limited branch 
banking within the urban areas of St. Louis 
and Kansas City and within single counties 
elsewhere. It would not allow statewide 
banking monopolies; its purpose is to let 
banks follow their customers in their grow- 
ing communities. 


St. Louis County 

County residents can elect an. unusually 
well-qualified Supervisor in A. Clifford Jones. 
As a Republican State Representative, Mr. 
Jones had an outstanding record which rose 
above narrow partisanship. In his present 
campaign, he favors fluoridation, reforms in 
county government and new working rela- 
tionships between the county and its 97 mu- 
nicipalities. 3

Propositions 7 and 8 ought to be rejected. 5, 


The main purpose of the first is to re- 
duce the work week of city firemen 
by charter rather than by ordinance, and 
without supplying the means to pay for the 
high cost involved. Proposition 8 would help 
bring politics into the merit system by al- 
lowing a mayor to appoint all three mém- 
bers of the Civil Service Commission and by 
making them representatives of special in- 
terests. 

One individual contest deserves special 
attention. It puts Ancel A. Skaggs, former Re- 
publican central committee chairman and now 
a metropolitan freeholder, against License 
Collector Joseph T. Hayden. Mr. Hayden is 
unfit for office. A circuit court grand jury 
showed that his office methods were ineffi- 
cient and that he hired ward heelers with po- 
lice records to handle public funds. 


Illinois Proposals 

The Illinois Blue Ballot judicial amend- 
ment provides long over-due court reforms. 
A Yes vote would integrate the state court 
system, with the State Supreme Court respon- 
sible for administrative supervision. It would 
abolish the Justice of the Peace courts and 
their fee system, and replace them with Mag- 
istrates under the Circuit Court. The Blue 
Ballot would correct ancient inefficiencies 
and abuses of justice and deserves over- 
whelming approval. 


Illinois voters also will pass on a 248-mil- 
lion-dollar bond issue for its state universities 
and welfare institutions. The universities 
face doubled enrollments in the next decade; 
the state hospitals already are 42 per cent 
overcrowded. Illinois’ indebtedness is com- 
paratively low and the state can well afford 
bonds anticipating its welfare and educa- 
tional needs. 


Fast St. Louis 

Proposition No. 6 offers a bargain for East 
St. Louis. It would permit a $300,000 bond 
issue to pay the city’s one third share of a 
land clearance and urban redevelopment 
project in which the Federal Government 
would invest many times that amount. The 
project would enhance the development of a 
downtown community center by clearing 
blighted land in behalf of a landscaped zone 
for light industries, services and parking. 


Eves on New York 


Although races in every part of the 
country will have their bearing on party and 
candidate fortunes leading up to 1960, the 
state of states to watch is New York. In 
California the future of Senator Knowland 
is on the ballot, but the results apparently 
await only the counting of majorities against 
him and his running mates. In New York it 
is touch and go. The final Associated Press 
roundup of prospects put it in this guarded 
way: “Rockefeller favored over Harriman, 
Hogan over Keating.” 

If New Yorkers come out of Tuesday's 
balloting on that basis it will be a triumph 
of independence in voting by means of split 
hallots. For a Republican, Nelson A. Rocke- 
feller, would be taking the place of a Demo- 
crat, Averell Harriman, in the Governor's 
office at Albany, and a Democrat, District 
Attorney F. S, Hogan, would be succeeding 
a Republican, Senator Irving M. Ives, in 
Congress. 

Why is the Harriman-Rockefeller a tossup 
with an edge to the challenger, in the year 
of a seeming national Democratic trend? A 
principal reason must be that Nelson Rocke- 
feller satisfies the widespread popular de- 
mand for new faces in politics. He holds out 
promise of fresh ideas, a fresh approach to 
present problems, release from old argu-® 
ments over old issues. If Mr. Rockefeller 
wins, the country will begin to speculate on 
Wednesday as to how much his victory has 
slowed down the Nixon candidacy or indeed 
whether it will not in effect deal the Vice 
President a serious blow. New York, above 
all others, is the state to watch. 


The Quails Came Up 


And it came to pass, that at even the quails 
came up, and covered the camp ..... Exodus. 


The Asian quail that greeted the Israelites 
fleeing from Egypt will not, it seems, greet 
many Missouri hunters as the season opens 
Nov. 10. If there isa piping song beckoning 
across dewy fields, it will come from the 
state's native son, the bobwhite. 

Two years ago the Conservation Commis- 
sion began an experiment with coturnix 
japonica, a relative of that quail of 
the Wilderness of Sin. Compared with bob- 
white, colinus virginianus, the coturnix are 
smaller and lighter. They do not covey, but 
they do propagate rapidly and, supposedly, do 
not need the cover protection which the plow 
has taken away from bobwhite. The hope 
was not that one quail would replace the 
other, but that coturnix might relieve hunt- 
ing pressure on the vivacious (and delicious) 
bobwhite. Other states than Missouri had 
similar ideas. 

Now, it appears, coturnix is not so hardy. 


Either that or he is elusively migratory and. 


does not care much for northern prairie. 
Once released, the states are finding, he did 
not take root, either because he died or be- 
cause he migrated, probably into the south 
wind. 
Research will not stop here, for in relocat- 
ing wildlife there often is no final answer 
until after the move is made. But on a frosty 


morning, as a man sets out with his pointer 
and short-barreled gun, he may find bobwhite 
waiting at the edge of a thicket, and he 
should find exhilaration in the air. But he 
probably won't find the little quail that came 
up and covered that camp, so long ago and 
far away. 


Parking on Riverfront? Perhaps 


The happy prospect that the city might be 
able to salvage up to half the 4000 riverfront 
parking spaces has been raised by Eero Saar- 
inen, the memorial architect. 

Plans. for an underground garage accom- 
modating upwards of 4000 automobiles had 
to be abandoned as economically impractical 
when estimates placed the cost at $5000 per 
car.. Mr. Saarinen believes an above-ground 
structure large enough to accommodate 2000 
autos might be built at a per-car cost of $2200 
or less. That is still a lot of money. The 
Board of Estimate has studies of the new 
plan's feasibility. 

Four super-highways will channel traffic 
from the north, south, west and southwest 
into the riverfront area in the next few years. 
A new bridge will improve accessibility of the 
area to East Siders. Parking facilities will 
be to these rivers of traffic as flood-water 
pools are to major streams. 

It will be disastrous for downtown St. Louis 


if the expressways are built before spaces are ~ 


provided for parking. Since the expressways 
already are a-building or on drawing boards, 
downtown parking, especially in the memo- 
rial_area, is an A-l priority problem. The 
Saarinen proposal could be a real start 
toward tackling it. 


Conference on Bias 


It looks as if a White House conference on 
racial and religious animosities might at last 
be held. The American Jewish Congress, 
alarmed by signs of hatred that include the 
dynamiting of houses of worship as well as 
des@gregrated schools, has asked a group of 
leading citizens to give their views on the 
value of such a meeting. 

The replies of Vice President Nixon, Mrs. 
Roosevelt; former Gov. Stevenson and Nelson 
Rockefeller, among others, show the feeling 
té be widespread that a conference, backed 
with the prestige of the White House, would 
be of substantial benefit. Apparently the 
President now has in mind not one but two 
conferences—one of Governors, the other of 
clergymen, educators, business and labor 
leaders and social workers. 

Why similar appeals have been resisted 
almost from the day Mr. Eisenhower became 
President is hard to understand. Certainly 
after the Supreme Court heard arguments in 
the public school racial desegregation cases, 
it was clear that an educational undertaking 
of large proportions lay ahead of the country. 
Problems would remain even if such a con- 
ference had met the day after the Supreme 
Court decision in 1954. But a continuing con- 
ference of men and women determined to 
work out the best accommodations 
would have achieved a lot of good by now.

Why the Survey Backed a District 


Experts Saw This Version of Metropolitan Reform Combining Ideal and Practical

The author of the article condensed 
here was co-director, with Paul Stein- 
bicker of St. Louis University, of the 
St. Louis Metropolitan Survey which 
after a long study in 1957 recom- 
mended formation of a metropolitan 
district. Mr. Eliot, Nagel Professor 
of Jurisprudence at Washington Uni- 
versity, is at Princeton University 
this year on leave. 


One advantage, allegedly, which 
university faculty members have in 
conducting metropolitan research is 
that they are under no compulsion to 
tailor their product to fit prevailing 
“political” forces. They are, instead, 
duty-bound to analyze the data and 
come up with the right solutions of 
the identified problems. The right- 
ness of these solutions has nothing 
to do with their immediate accepta- 

bility by any par-

argued, is worthless—typical ivory- 
tower dreaming—if it lacks a funda- 
mental political orientation. Metro- 
politan reorganization is the result 
of political engineering. Obviously, 
therefore, the test of feasibility 
should be paramount. Nor is it 
enough to say that we should have 
patience, and wait for the acceptance 
of ideal solutions. Time marcheés-on, 
and suburbs proliferate, and: traffic 
jams get insupportable, and indus- 
try mioves away. Practical solutions 
to present problems are required, so

(3) Many small villages had been 
established primarily so that their 
residents could control their own 
zoning, and so remain residential. 


(4) Civie leaders in numerous 
larger suburbs were openly opposed 
to any suggestion that their cities 
should lose their identity, and the 
County Supervisor's suggestion for 
suburban consolidation, into six cit- 
les, accordingly “laid an egg.”’ 


(5) The Missouri Constitution re- 
stricted the range of possible pro- 
posals and the United States Con- 
stitution, the Mississippi river, and 
the political complexion of the Mis- 
souri Legislature were obstacles to 
any effort to create a metropolitan 
authority covering both the Missouri 
and Illinois sections of the standard 
metropolitan area. 

It may be objected that in this list 
of “political realities” there is a curi- 
ous absence of any mention of inter- 
est groups, and too much emphasis 
on parties. The interplay of certain 
interests, however, as distinct from 
interest groups, has been made ap- 
parent above; to those already men- 
tioned might be added the strictly 
financial interest of the taxpayer. 

This militated against merger, or 
even suburban consolidation, in two 
ways. First, as against both, was the 
readiness of residents of some tiny 
villages to pay high taxes, not for 
local services, which were largely 
non-existent, but for the privilege 
of living in the country and keeping 
their own neighborhood a place of 
trees and lawns and large estates. 
Second, against merger, there was 
the dimly percéived probability that 
an economic recession would increase 
the welfare burden more in the City 
than in the County. This was seldom 
specifically mentioned: as a reason 
to oppose merger, but it could be 
used against it in any referendum. 
' Another factor seldom mentioned. 
but obviously present, was the racial 
one. The Negro population of the 
City has increased rapidly: in the 
County it remains very small. Some 
county residents believed it to their 
interest to oppose anything that

This is a matter, not of choice he- 
tween pure-robed idealism and obei- 
sance to politics, but of judgment as 
to what must be done and what can 
be done.

Northwestern, 21-0 
winner over Ohio State in Sat- 
urday’s biggest upset, is still 
a strong challenger in Big Ten 
but has lost one game and has 
three tough ones to go. lowa, 
unbeaten, has weak Minnesota 
and strong Ohio State left. 

Louisiana State’s 14-0 victory 
over Mississippi left the Tigers, 
one of the two remaining un- 
beaten and untied major pow- 
ers in the country the No. 1| 
teanf ifthe Southeastern Con- 
ference and virtually a sure 
thing for the Sugar Bowl. Syr- 
acuse moved into strong con- 
tention for the berth opposite 
L.S.U, with its 16-13 win over 
Pittsburgh. Syracuse also must 
be considered a contender for 
a Cotton Bowl bid opposite 
the Southwest conference 
champion. 

Oklahoma practically clinched 
the Big Eight title and an 
Orange Bowl bid by whipping | 
previously unbeaten and un-'| 
tied Colorado, 23-7. Clemson 
should clinch an Orange Bowl 
bid next week by beating 
North Carolina State. Okla- 
homa still has Missouri to 
contend with. 

Mississippi, beaten but far 
from disgraced in the South's 
“game of the vear,” is a good 
bet to go to the Cotton Bowl. 
Rice and Texas Christian, each 
3-0 in conference play, may 
resolve the Southwest Confer- 
ence title on Nov. 22. Pitts- 
hurgh, beaten twice and tied 
once but nevertheless one of 
the country’s top-line powers, 
probably would take "a Gator 
Bowl bid opposite North Caro- 
lina. 

L.S.U.’s Saturday night vic- 
tory, before a record crowd of 
68.000 at Baton Rouge, La.. 
was achieved by a rock-ribbed 
defense and two breaks. War- 
ren Rabb scored for the Tigers 
in the second period after a 
recovered fumble set them up 
at the 21 and Durell Matherne 
tallied in the fourth period 
after a blocked punt was re- 
covered on the 32. Mississippi 
had a first down on L.S.U.’s 
one-yard line in the second 
period but center Max Fugler 


made al] four tackles as the 
Tigers staged a _ spectacular 
goal-line stand. | 

Rutgers, Which beat Dela- 
ware, 37-20, is the only other 
major undefeated and untied 
team in the country. L.S.U. 
plays Duke next Saturday 


night while Rutgers faces La- 
fayette.

SEATTLE. Nov, 3 (AP) — 
Progress is being made in south 
and southeast Asia, but more 
to 
bolster newly independent gov- 
-ernments faced with stagger- 
ing economic and political 
problems. 

This was the consensus of 
Colombo plan economic experts 
today a§ they began the third 
week of a month-long, closed 
door study of the economic ills 
of. 650,000,000 Asiats. 

The report of these experts 
will be turned over next week 
to a full dress ministerial meet- 
ing of the Colombo plan con- 
sultative committee. President 
Eisenhower is scheduled to ad- 
dress the group next Monday. 

The Colombo plan, an organi- 
zation without headquarters or 
staff, is named for the capital 
of Ceylon. It was formed in 
1950 around the idea of more 
advanced nations of the British 
Commonwealth such as Britain, 
Canada, Australia and New 
Zealand helping the ,newly 
freed countries of India, Pak- 
istan, Ceylon and Burma. 

The concept was enlarged to 
include the United States and 


Japan, which are outside the 
area and the Philippines, Thai- 
land, Malaya, Cambodia, Laos, 


Vietnam, Indonesia and Nepal. 
, Also included are the colonies 
of Singapore, North Borneo and 
Sarawak 

In the opinion of key delega- 
tion leaders and observers the 
Asian nations will need assist- 
ance for another 30 years even 


though progress towards in- 
dustrial development has been 
made the last five years 
These sources said “more 
needs to be done quickly.

Some Recipes From Europ 


popular cake-type dessert in London.

IT HAS BEEN a little over a 
year ago since we brought you 
the story of an across-the-seas 
recipe swap which started an 
{international correspondence 
between American newspaper 
food editors and their counter- 
parts in foreign countries. At 
the 1957 Newspaper Food Edi- 
tors Conference in Chicago a 
company which manufactures 
aluminum foil launched this 
fascinating project in recogni- 
tion of United Nations day. 


Each of the women attending 
the Conference was “intro- 
duced” to a gourmet abroad by 
means of a kit which included 
her biography and a selection 
of her favorite local recipes. 
Some 65 foreign food writers, 
representing 30 countries, had 
submitted material. 


It was our good fortune to 
draw as our overseas, corres- 
pondent pretty Mrs. Vera 
Rikhye, food editor of Eve's 
Weekly, Private Limited, Ap- 

lio street, Bombay, India. 

he Oct. 14, 1957 issue of this 
newspaper carried a_ story 
about Mrs. Rikhye, together 
with some of her recipes. 


Since then we have heard 
from Vera, and thought you 
would be interested in this ex- 
cerpt from a letter from her: 


“Thank you very much for 
your letter and the food parcel. 
I was especially thrilled with 
the cake mixes, as they are not 
available here. I baked a cake 
with one and made some cook- 
fes combined with dry fruits 
with the other, and they turned 
out very well. 


“I must say, you have such 
marvelous ‘ready-to-cook’ and 
packaged foods, which we don't 
get in India any more, as we 
are trying to improve our 
home industry. Otherwise, I 
think the American cookery 
is much simpler than ours, ex- 
cept for your wonderful gar- 
nishing and presentation.” 

* * * 

Because we felt that you 
would be interested in other 
recipes from these foreign food 
editors and cooking specialists, 
we immediately set the wheels 
in motion to bring you a col- 
lection. But it wasn’t a simple 
matter. To be of use to you, 
the recipes must be pleasing to 
the American palate, and the 
ingredients must be readily 
available. 


The home economists for the 
aluminum foil company which 
had launched the project began 
the monumental job of convert- 
ing measurements and phrases 
into American terms. In the 
process they learned, among 
other things, that ghee is a 
kind of cooking fat used’ in 
India, that castor sugar is con- 
fectioner’s sugar, and shoyu is 
soy sauce. Truly, food is an 
international language, but it 
does need a bit of translation. 


Now, after months of testing, 
these home economists have 
sent us the following recipes— 
all authentic, retaining their 
distinctive personalities, but 
adapted to American tastes and 
methods. 

From London Doreen Davies, 
who writes food articles for the 
Birmingham Post, sent her fa- 
vorite recipe. It is for a smooth, 


delicate coffee cream ring with 
coffee-flavored butter cream 
icing. 


Coffee Cream Ring. 
(Cake-type Dessert.) 
One cup plus two tablespoons 
butter or margarine. 


One cup plus two tablespoons 
sugar. 


Four eggs. 
One-fourth cup milk. 


One and one-half cups sifted 
all-purpose flour. 


Three teaspoons baking 
powder. 

Cream butter until soft; add 
sugar gradually, continuing to 
cream until light and fluffy. 
Add eggs, milk; beat well. 

Sift together flour, baking 
powder; add in three additions 
to butter mixture, beating well 
after each addition. Pour mix- 
ture into nine-inch spring from 
pan with tube bottom; bake 45 
minutes at 350 degrees. Re- 
move from oven; cool five min- 
utes; remove cake from pan. 
Cool completely. 

Frost with: 


Coffee Butter Icing. 


One-half cup plus two table- 
spoons butter or margarine. 

One and one-half cups con- 
fectioners’ sugar. 

One tablespoon instant cof- 
fee powder. 

One tablespoon milk. 

Cream butter until soft; add 
sfigar gradually, continuing to 
cream until light and fluffy. 
Dissolve coffee in milk; add to 
butter-sugar mixture; beat un- 
til creamy.

Maria Sack, woman's editor 
of Der Tagesspiegel, enjoys 
food and cooking, and the 
chance her job gives her to 
share menu ideas with other 
Berlin homemakers. These two 
recipes she considers her best: 

Maria’s Tomato Soup. 

One cup uncooked rice. 

One carrot, chopped fine. 

One stalk celery, chopped 
fine. 

Four slices bacon, diced. 

One onion, sliced. 

Two No. 303 cans tomatoes. 

One-fourth cup butter or 
margarine. 

One bay leaf. 

One-fourth teaspoon pepper. 

Six 10%-ounce cans con- 
densed beef bouillon, wundi- 
luted. 

Place rice in four cups cold 
water; bring to boil over high 
heat; cover; reduce heat to 
low; cook 30 minutes. Add 
chopped carrot, celery to 
cooked rice; cook 15 minutes 
longer. 

Saute bacon, onion until crisp 
in large fry pan. Add rice mix- 
ture, tomatoes, butter, bay 
leaf, pepper; simmer 30 min- 
utes, stirring frequently. 

Press mixture through fruit 
and vegetable press. 

Pour bouillon into large 
sauce pot; bring just to boiling 
point; add rice mixture pulp; 
stir until well mixed; serve.

THOUGH MY WORK for the 
American Association for the 
United Nations began in the 
spring of 1953, it did not be- 
come intensive until autumn. 
Consequently I accepted an in- 
vitation that spring to be one 
of a group of exchange people 
going from the United States 
to Japan. 


The reason the Japanese in- 
vited me was that their women 
were just — into the re- 
sponsibilities of functioning in 
a democracy after centuries in 
which feudalistic concepts had 
dominated their lives and cus- 
toms.

ment into which she had mar- 
ried was very different from 
anything she had known in the 
past.

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“My mother-in-law,” she 
said, “is old-fashioned. She 
has a large leather pouch and 
each week she puts into that 
pouch all of the family earn- 
ings. Then all of us become 
dependent on her ideas of 
how much we should spend 
or whether we should spend 
anything — in fact, she can 
practically tell us how to run 
our lives.” 


I found that this custom was 
practiced in many places. A 
woman who worked in a fac- 
tory told me she went home 
on weekends to the farm where 
her family lived and that she 
always placed her earning on 
the household shrine the night 
she arrived. 


Next morning the money was 
gone—into the mother-in-law’s 
pouch, I found that most of 
the Japanese mothers in the 
working class look forward to 
the day when they will be 
mothers-in-law and can tyran- 
nize over their daughters-in- 
law. Slowly, these outdated 
customs are changing under 
the present government but it 
will be a long time before they 
are entirely gone. 


In some of the rural areas 
we visited it was usual for the 
mother-in-law to take care of 
the children while other mem- 
bers of her household worked 
in the field. But in general 
the daughter-in-law is almost a 
slave indoors. She must arise 
early and prepare the food and 
serve everyone before she 
kneels a step below her hus- 
band and his mother to eat her 
own meal. She works in the 
fields and then returns to pre- 
pare the Japanese bath. In 
many farm homes, this is a 
huge copper caldron which has 
to be filled by hand from a 
water supply quite a distance 
away. Once the tub is filled, 
she builds a fire under it and 
keeps it going so the water 
will be at the right tempera- 
ture. Members of the family 
bathe according to their impor- 
tance but the daughter-in-law 
is always last.

Can Typing Make Johnny Better Reader? 


By Mary Prime 


NEW YORK, Nov. 3 (UPI). 


A NEW TECHNIQUE in edu- 
cation may make Johnny a bet- 
ter reader. 

The University of North 
Dakota conducted an experi- 
ment teaching touch typewrit- 
ing to third and fourth grade 
children. At the end of the 
eight-week period, the test 
group had made a four months’ 
andvance in reading compre- 
hension, and a seven months’ 
gain in vocabulary. 


Their reading skills were 
compared to those of children 
in a control group which did 
not take typing. The two groups 
were matched according to 1.Q., 
longhand writing speeds, motor 
dexterity and achievement in 
learning. 

The experimental class con- 
sisted of 24 boys and girls, 8 
and 9 years old. They attended 
classes one hour a day, five 
days a week. The sessions were 
interrupted by a 10-minute 
“milk break.” 


Dr. John L. Rowe, chairman 
of the university’s business edu- 
cation department, directed the 
study on a grant from Smith- 
Corona Marchant, Inc., which 
also furnished the electric 
portable typewriters. (Keys of 
electric machines are smaller 


and easier for young fingers to 
operate.) 


Rowe has had 25 years’ ex- 
perience teaching typing in 
secondary schools and colleges, 
has written 14 books, is presi- 
dent of the National Associa- 
tion of Business Teacher Educa- 
tion, and conducted the first 
course in electric typewriting, 
given at Columbia University. 
He also studied piano for 20 
years. 


“That gave me the idea,” 
Rowe said. “I figured that be- 
cause children of this age mas- 
ter the piano, they also could 
manipulate typewriter keys at 
rapid rates by touch. The same 
stroke is used for both the elec- 
tric typewriter and the piano. 
I played the piano, mostly Latin 
music, while the children typed 
to suggest precision stroking.” 


The youngsters averaged 42 
words a minute on their ma- 
chines, compared to 12 words 
a minute longhand. Their typ- 
ing accuracy was “outstand- 
ing.” 

“When a child concentrates 
on the physical effort of writ- 
ing, he makes more errors,” 
Rowe explained. . 

Did typing cause the child- 
ren’s handwriting to deterior- 
ate? 

“On the contrary, handwrit- 
ing should improve. It's poor

The Pasternak Letter 


HYDE PARK, Nov. 3. 

IT WAS SAD TO READ Boris Pasternak’s plea to Pre- 
mier Khrushchev to be allowed to remain in Russia. The an- 
nouncement that the Soviet winner of the 1958 Nobel] Prize 
for literature would be allowed to leave Russia seemed to 
indicate that the Government felt he was not a good citizen 
and would be glad to get rid of him. But Pasternak’s let- 
ter should convince anyone of his love for his country. 

Everyone tells me that his novel, “Doctor Zhivago,” is 
beautifully written, and it obviously must have great merit 
to have won the Nobel Prize. Ordinarily a country is very 
proud when one of its citizens wins this prize. But official 
wrath has apparently been aroused because of the critical 
passages in “Doctor Zhivago.” 


Although I have not read the book, I have read 
excerpts from it which are, I imagine, the ones 
considered critical. Some of the descriptions seem 
te me beautiful and very poetic. The critical pas- 
sage I read was that voiced by certain characters 
who criticize both the last days under the czars and 
certain things under the revolution. 


It may well be that an idealist who embraced the revo- 
lution, looking for the millenium, would mind many things 
to criticize, for human beings rarely attain the millenium. 
But to punish a man for writing an outstanding novel in 
which his characters state a variety of viewpoints seems 
both unreasonable and unwise. 


A strong state can take crificism, particularly criticism 
which is voiced by someone who truly loves his country. 
To keep alive a fear of punishment for voicing one’s hon- 
est opinion seems to be possible only in a very backward 
country with a very backward people. I hope the Soviet 
Union will rise above its past and that Mr. Khrushchev 
will show, by his treatment of the plea now voiced by a 
man who has brought honor to his country, that there is 
real advancement in the freedom for all intellectuals. 


THE NEW YORK TIMES, which has come out for Nel- 
son Rockefeller, announced Sunday that a recheck gives 
the edge to their candidate for Governor and to the Demo- 
cratic candidate for the Senate, Frank S. Hogan. As a 
Democrat, I feel it important that the whole Democratic 
ticket be elected in this state, because it will have an ef- 
fect on the national picture in 1960. 


It is unfortunate that both Mr. Rockefeller and 
Mr. Harriman will undoubtedly labor under dis- 
advantages because neither of them has shown com- 
plete ability te dominate his party machinery rath- 
er than to be dominated by it. But Gov. Harriman 
has nevertheless given this state a good adminis- 
tration. He bas mow had experience which may 
mean that he wil] be freer of boss control and bet- 
ter able te use his party machinery than will Mr. 


Developing Ozark Forests 


By Leonard Hall 


ONE OF THE MOST inte- 
resting handicraft industries 
operating in our part of the 
Ozarks is the chair factory of 
Delbert Nichols in Belleview. 
In this shop are manufactured 
quantities of split bottomed 
chairs of several attractive de- 
signs and excellent quality 
which are priced moderately 
and shipped to all parts of the 
United States. Delbert’s sister 
weaves the chair bottoms from 
flexible “splits” of green white 
oak, a process “caning.” 
One of his boys generally helps 
in making the splits on a sort 
of spoke-shave that Nichols has 
contrived, as he has practically 
all of the equipment he uses. 

Other operations in the chair- 
making process are carried out 


boss, by Delbert himself. When we 


went one morning last week to 
make movie sequences in the 
shop, we found he had gone to 
the woods with his truck and 
chain ‘saw to cut a couple of 
white oak logs for making 
splits. He also does the turning 
of legs and backs, steaming and 
forming, mortising and fitting, 
and finishing when this has 
been requested. In addition to 
the white oak that goes into the 
chair bottoms, he uses walnut, 
cherry and ash which he brings 


in from the woods. Only. the 
hickory “rounds” that hold the 


legs together are procured 
from any outside source. 

The chairs are put together 
without glue or nails and hold 
securely for many years 
through the gripping action of 
the various woods. And since 
the chairs are handsome, prac- 
tical and economical, the shop 
generally has a goodly number 
of orders ahead. 


My mind kept going back 
to this homespun industry 
when we talked at the For- 
est Resources Conference in 
Columbia recently about 
raising the economic level of 
the Ozarks. Most of this talk 
centered around such grandi- 
ose projects as multi-million- 
dollar pulp mills and some- 
what smaller enterprises for 
the production of hardwood 
flooring, barrel staves, rail- 
road ties, treated poles and 
posts and similar products. 
Yet there is little doubt that 
the Ozark area could support 
a very large number of enter- 
prises such as this chair fac- 
tory which, while it uses only 


a small amount of lumber, 
gets the maximum revenue 
from it by carrying the prod- 
uct on to the consumer stage. 


As for other and larger in- 
dustries, the speed with which 
they can grow depends upon 
the “sustained yield” supply 
of timber that comes from the 
Ozark forests. And this, in 
turn, depends upon the speed 
with which we are willing to 
improve forestry practices on 
our privately owned timber 
lands. Fortunately in planning 
this improvement we have the 
Missouri national forests to 
serve as a yardstick for what 
can be done. These lands have 
now been subject to good man- 
agement for a quarter-century, 
during which time grazing has 
been regulated or eliminatea 
and forest fire brought under 
rigid control. Improvement of 
the stands has been carried out 
extensively and some trees 
have been planted although, 
generally speaking, Missouri 
forests reseed themselves satis- 
factorily when fire and grazing 
are absent. Finally, cutting has 
begun on a sustained yield 
basis. 

Today our national forests in 
Missouri are paying off, while 
future yields will increase 
rapidly. This is shown by re- 
cent estimates made for the 
372,000 acres constituting the 
North Clark forest unit. This 
land which averaged no more 
than 500 board feet of market- 
able timber per acre when pur- 
chased, has reached 900 board 
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climbed to 2000 board feet per 
acre by 1980. Today's sawlog 


yield of 7,500,000 board feet 
for the North Clark Unit will 
mount to 30,000,000 feet by 
1980 with an additional huge 
volume of cordwood available 
for paper pulp. Man days of 
labor stand at 22,500 annually 
on the North Clark unit. By 
1980 this can have risen to 
60,000 man days with another 
200,000 man days if all cord- 
wood is harvested. Consider 
that this national forest unit 
constitutes only one-sixtieth of 
Missouri's forest land and you 
can get a glimpse of an eco- 
nomic future for the Ozarks 
that depends only upon the 
will and determination of its 
people. 


There is no doubt that this 
development offers problems. 
One sincere conserv 
writes to ask whether we 
have any idea of what paper 
mills mean in the way of 
stream pollution—and having 
served on a stream pollution 
commission, in another state, 
he knows whereof he speaks. 
Yet people in the pulp busi- 
ness insist that complete con- 
trol of pollution is possible 
and the answer te this prob- 
lem undoubtedly lies with the 
people and lawmakers of 
Missouri. 


Another experienced con- 
servationists poses another 
question, pointing out that in- 
dustries utilizing low grade 
hardwood in small sized cuts 
may merely end up by skinning 
the forests clean of all growth 
—good and bad. This often hap- 
pened in the old charcoaling 
days and sometimes happens 
today. His fear was that, 20 
years from now, we might be 
calling a “resources confer- 
ence” to determine how we 
could utilize the broom sege 
that would be the only thing 
left growing in the Ozarks after 
the paper mills had finished off 
the area. 


Again it seems to me that 
these are things which people 
must decide and control. The 
Ozark agricultural resource 
cannot help but shrink in the 
face of today’s farming condi- 
tions. The recreational re- 
source can grow tremendously 
if we develop it wisely. But in 
the Ozark forests lies the real 
economic future for this one- 
third of the area of our state. 
It can be a bright future if we 
want to make it so.
